Curtis, Inc., 25 Broad Street, New York, N. Y., delivered to the National Securities 
Clearing Corp. on the afternoon of October 19, 1979. These items were deposited at 
the National Securities Clearing Corp. by the Paine’, Webber, Jackson & Curtis, Inc.

place and that you will prosecute the violators. Since the $30,000 of bearer 
bonds were recovered by the FBI, and, recognizing that you may need these items 
in connection with your prosecution, I am requesting that, if possible, the 
recovered $30,000 worth of bearer bonds be cancelled out by the transfer agent 
in order that Paine. Webber may receive the replacements in-order to meet our 


trading obligation. The cancelled bonds can then be given to your office to serve 
as evidence in the prosecution. 


May I express my sincere appreciation for your cooperation and understanding 
in consummating this request.
